Subject.— Import policy for Actual Users in the Small Scale Sector for April ’71— 

March ’72— Allocation for steel. 

No, 1TMTC(PN)/71. —In view of the inadequate availability of steel in the 
country, it has been decided to allow additional import facilities by 25 per cent to 
all actual users in the small scale sector during April, 1971—March, 1972 period 

2. The entitlement of the small scale industries engaged in the non-priority 
industries will be Increased by 25 per cent on the basis of import licences/release 
orders issued to them for April “70—March ’71. Such units (engaged in non- 
priority industries') which did not. obtain import licences/release orders for steel 
items as actual users for the licensing period April ’70—March ’70, will also be 
eligible for an increase in their entitlement by 25 per cent on the basis of the 
value of the import licences, release orders for steel items obtained by them as 
actual users for the period April, 1969—March, 1970. 

3. I 11 the case of units engaged in the priority industries, an increase in the 
allocation of steel items by 25 per cent will be allowed over the c.i.f, value /of 
actual consumption of imported steel items on the basis of which the unite claim 
their import licence for raw mfiterials during the period April ’71—March '72 
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in accordance with the policy and procedure laid down. Such units should, there¬ 
fore, furnish separately in the import application, a certificate as to the c.i.f. 
value of imported steel Items consumed tav them In the given period while apply¬ 
ing for import licences for raw materials during April ’71—March ’72 in accordance 
with the prescribed procedure. 

4. Actual users in the small scale sector who have already obtained licences 
release orders for steel items and for raw materials and components for April, 
1971—-March, 1972 period, may approach the licensing authority concerned for 
necessary enhancement in the value of the import licences/release orders for 
import of steel items in terms of the provisions of this Public Notice. 

6. The provisions of this Public Notice would apply to all permissible cate¬ 
gories of mild steel and high carbon steel and exclude stainless, tool and alloy 
steel. 

6. The enhancement in the value of import licences would be against the same 
sources as the original licences.
